The la^e tragedy at Halifax will no 
doubt serve fofiv time as ii warning cn 
the subject of fire, ami make inauy people 
toni[iofarily a liUlo fidgety aiid-unoasy. 
iJiit iiR,tliis ig.»^aliimjty-that evorj'body 
eiipposeayuUi^iw^ur i^iV.o^Br. pooplo," uuy 
slight ^oi)oi«klj ';anxiety i)u nho subject 
naturally'sJiori subsides" Into iiulifferoiica 
(ir at least forgetfiilncBs until people find 
either their property or their Uvea or both 
lire suddoiily throatoued by thu dru:idful 
scourge, against which there is often no 
iminunity oven when every care has been 
taken. In fact the causes of tiro are so 
numerous juid. jO^ton so, hidden that it 
would 6e "imp6s3ibW to provide against 
thoni. Ifovortheleas ordinary care and 
circumspection ci\n be exercised, in place 
of the geiierul ciirolesslioss with regard to 
tliia iiisiduous foe. The loss of life at 
IliUifax dues Jiot appear toihave arisen so 
much from want of warning, as the ne- 
glect to" take 'advan)ag^.of \%i wjiich is 
almostr.uico»oeivable)^n«'}i'(b<«hei,'nui^ 
of lives Jit'- 'stake'is 'considered. The uv- 
rangcmen.t8:pf..,.th9 ..institution seem to 
luivo been singularly lacking in foro- 
thouj;ht, as almost all the helpless and 
infirm were' crowded in the highest 
story of the building frojn. which they 
\i'ould bo the most .dlttlcult to extricate if 
.mythini; happened. A lnrf,'e building 
iniuiy stories high full of .helpless pooplo 
ahoLild be considered a serious responsi- 
Ijiiity at fill times, but is probably ono 
that i.'? only felt when actual disaster 
takes place. .A.t some distant period in 
the fului'e it may possibly come to pass 
that no building consisting of a series of 
stories filled with human beings will bo 
cousidored safe without a system of iron 
balconies and stairs oiitsido the building, 
ns intricate passages and-slairwaya filled 
with ampko only, serve to 'bevyilder and 
suffocate people. .The wiriter id passing 
throngh Pennsylvania remembors sooing 
aomo manufactoviea . provided in this 
manner, while others had at loaat iron 
ladders reaching from thedifTerent stories 
to the ground. One of the most deadly 
invent.ip.ii8 of ..modern times for. insuring 
the rapid sprc.iid of firq through the dif- 
ferent stqries of a building is the elevator 
.shaft, by reason'of the fierce di^iught which 
it creates, aiid this cbiiveniorice particu- 
larly diatingtiished itself iit the Halifax 
tiro.' Buildiiigs.bf thoroughly firo proof 
construction are ordinarily two expensive 
cither for hianugioturing., or charitable 
purposes, but a couipi'omiae'' iiiight 'be of- 
footoi;by niaking;,the .1st story, fire, proof 
as that is tlio .most dangerous point both 
na to the commencement and spread of a 
firo. Wlien a fire U rinco going, nearly 
everything {lopoiids on tl.e con- 
struction of ths I'd'fico as it is 
possible to make a building nothing but a 
scries of Hues for. Hame to traverse as 
Bwiftiy'/tS' possible, aa firistnen are well 
aware. It is .also—welL known that a 
bucket of water at the fir.st inception of a 
fire is worth a whole firo brigade after- 
wards.' As regards public institutions 
whore numbers of people are housed and 
also factories, hotels, etc., a number of 
buckets filled with water ought t(i bu 
kept on each tlat, and not have tu bo 
looked up when an alarm is given, and 
iron ladders attached to the walls or 
uimple rope firo escapes provided. The 
simples t^othi ja jisingle ropojoiio end fast 
whileS^l^iU)^^^ Ji'bj thrajra out and 
held across the street by anyone b'etow", a 
pulley with a iitrap glids along the rope, 
the perrton in dant'cr being thus aecurely 
attached. Thia can bo used, .for women 
.-.nd children, and boys will descend on it 
from any height, for fun, and is particular- 
ly applicablc'^iFor 'hotels. -As regards 
smal^.t{iQAtcep, bucl^ots of,,'\vntor ought to 
bo kept ill' rear o^ '"the stage, and there 
liught to bo ample means of exit. In 
many large towns there is a by-law iiisiat- 
iiig that the doors of all public buildingK 
ahall open outward, churcliea included. 
In case of panic a door that opens inward 
is aboujb as good as a briqk wal^. Tlie firu 
at Halifax commenced i in . the balyjfyi 
where a largO\quantity. of -cord wood was 
uuwiacly" atdwod. The iSackville college, 
Nova Hcotia, belonging to tlie Mothodista 
was twice burned in a fow years, and 
each time the firu origiAated in' ' the cook 
house; This indeodjSOems'to'be the chi«f 
point of danger in su'cli plac'eBj'as'CVen 
the heated flues . passing^^iip' through the 
main building are a source of danger. The 
only remedy is a separate building. As 
regards our own charitable and scholastic 
institution it is likely that the same ab- 
sence o^^yvP^ovision in case of tiro that 
U8uaJly,!^proyails,' would be' found here, 
and that anything like a bucket of water 
placed ready for action or a .simple fire 
escape would bo . deemed Hying in the 
face of providoncOujjy those responsible, 
or at least an absurd p'rocmition without 
some reasonable grounds for eupposing'a 
fire^would tako^jMace. Oiie_of the most 
notable pxamplos of this iis'the public 
Bchobl on the reserve usually containing 
bot^'eon COO and 700 cliildron where 
there is neither a ladder nor a bucket 
kept for instant use. But in this ca-^e 
the government have the management of 
things audit is therefore not ' to be 
wondered at thatjsuoll criminal liogloct 
with regard to ' ihis ' important niatler 
should exist.

If the shell was 
not broken he flow up into the air and let 
it fall on the rocks; then lie desconded 
like a tlnsh and picking up the broken 
shell he flew to the pig and [lorched on its 
back and thero ho dined, while the poor 
pig was working hard to got this thief an- 
other fish. Knavery in feathers is very 
liko knavery in broadcloth. These crows 
must have in tliein sometliing very liko 
human nature. A crow cannot conceal 
his human nature with a smile; but it is 
quito possible he may be able to deceive 
a brother crow with a look. It is fortu- 
nate for crows that they know nothing of 
art. They are not trained like tailors or 
dress makers to deceive the eye; and here 
I wish to remark for tho benefit of your 
roadera that it ia an awful mistake to ima- 
gine that a woU dreHsed man is respect- 
able, or that a lady's silk is any part of 
herself; Tho most ignorant men I tnet 
in my travels wore not well dross-od, but 
they wore good clothes and were decor- 
ated with glass diamonds.

Somo Facts Relatinff to a Orsai'Feftt 
inSntrineerin?/ '. 

. ,Tlie recent opening of the St. Goth- 
ard railway through tlie Aipn haa 
moved' Gonaul Byer.s, of Zurich, to 
write a sketch of tiio great tunnel. 
Tiin piiaa ol' that name is over the high- 
est mountain chain in Europe. Tho 
oii\ {lOBt road, comtDenced in 1820, 
8e\*eii thousand feot above the sea in 
places, was 18i feet wide. It crossed' 
gorgn.s, clung dizzily to steep moun- 
tain sidcR, and was roofed over whore 
most threatened by avalanches. 
When the lirst railway was opened in 
;183G, from Baden, to Zurich, it wa.'i 
ji'ropoHcd to a.sk concos.si6h8 to enable 
the company to attack ouo of tiie_high 
passes, and in 1863, a union, or" aocie- 
ty, for the purpoHO was effected, upon 
the basis of an catiniaied cost of 837,- 
-100,000. In December, 18GI, the St. 
Gotiiard Railway Company was organ- 
ized, $6,800,000 stock and ? 13,600,000 
of bonds was issued, 'a' contrftct was 
made calling for completipa-iii eight 
years, with a forfeit of $1,000 for 
each additional uuy, and a btJnus of 
■SI, 000 for eacli day gained upon the 
contract tinii'. Work began in tho 
summer oE I8.7.2,.and it waa .Bpon dis^^ 
covered that the estimates were wrong, 
anil that ^57j§00,00,0 would be needed 
to carry out the^plj»n| a^crisis fol lo wed j 
Vand the enterprise seieniB'oiiily to have 
been savo;l by what lias' already been 
invested in it, leaving no way out but 
to push ahead. The railway proper 
extends 113 miles from Iininencee, in 
Switzerland, to Ciiiassoi in Italy, and 
more than one-fifth of the whole^ Hue is 
in tunnels fifty -six in number.' ' Many 
of tlifl.se are not straight, but actually 
spiral, accomplishing heavy ascents in 
siiort distances, and there are also 
many lofty viaducts, bridges and com- 
plicated galleries. The total longtli of 
tunneliiijgJs 23,itriilos. . Tho main or 
groat tunnel is 9 miles long, although 
others, exceeding 6,000 feet, might be 
thought noticeable elsewhere. The 
great tunnel is 26 feet wido and 19 
high, Tlio modern boring machines 
wore worked, .by air ' compressed . by 
large •tui'bine wheels driven .fjy^ .the 
rapid River Reuss. The oir waa car" 
riod from the compressors outside to 
the borers within tho tunnel in iron 
jiipes of six inches diameter, and tlio 
e.scaping air served an indispensible 
purpose in ventilation; 3,500,000 feet 
of compressed air .wero.,.daily , thus de- 
livered arid' set'jfree; push'ing.back ;and 
out of the tunnel' ,tlie bad natural giis- 
es, with those- set free by the 'dyna- 
niiti! and tiirown oil' from animals and 
workmen. Fifty drills wore worked ; 
the usual daily advance waa 21 feet, 
working from both ends, and the 
whole excavation was lined as sooa as 
made withtaici^bula^tuije o£<^maaonry 
18 to 30Wef^thal.S*^The Workmen 
were princpally Italians, who worked 
eight hours a day, receiving GO cents 
to SI 20 per day (mostly tho former), 
hoarding themsclvos and living cWclly 
on meal porridge.; yet .most of them 
'are reDi^l«dy|^|i'aJ^w'|i]J and c sent 
hoiFe^allieir fitmiirer' a 'pairt of this 
])ittarice. The tunnel cost 310 of their 
lives, and wounds were inflicted upon 
877. The Gnal actual coat of the tun- 
nel and railway, exclusive of rolling 
stock, is now reported at abmething

gives perhap.s the most' reliable deter- 
minations of the earth's internal heat, j 
Tho observations suminarizeil in this 
report.were collected from twenty-fivo i 
localities, many of which w^jrp. widely 
separateti.' including such remote 
jioints as tho .St. Gotliard Tunnel, 
Yakutsk, St, Potersbuvg, Pont-y-Pridd ! 
Colliery in .South Wales, and jNInre- : 
gaon in India. At Liverpool tiio rate 
of increasii of heat with descent from j 
the surface was the least rapid record- 1 
ed — being one degree Fahrenheit for 
everyone hundrr.l and thirty feot — i 
whilo at Paris the rate of increase | 
downward was twice as groat, averag- j 
iiig one degree for fifty -six feet, and at I 
Yakutsk ono degree for fifty-two feet. I 
Deducing a mean rate for the increase j 
of tomporature at all places where the 
subterranean ob.servations were made, 
Professor Everett, by whom tho report 
was drawn up, found that the increase 
was l-O-ttii of 11 degree jier foot, uv one 
decree at every sixt^'-four feet. It 
tfius appears that , tho usual lonipcra- 
ture of boiling water constantly exists 
in all parts of the globe at a depth of 
loss than two miles below its surface. 
Tho earlier investigatioiiH of this phe- 
nomenon led to the coiiclusian that 
the rate of temporuturo incro.'ise down- 
ward was one degree for every iifiy or 
sixty feet. But this ratiMs now seen 
to be too rapid. The recent investiga- 
tion, conducted on so comprehensive a 
aciile by tho British Association, is of 
special interest to physicians us allbi'd- 
iiig better data for determining tlio 
rigidity of the earth's soliti cru.st and 
for .stuilying seisiuatic phenomena. 
According to the jold estimate for the 
increment of underground iieat, at a 
depth of thirty miles tho heat would 
be autlicient to melt the most refracto- 
ry substances, and below that li^vel the 
earth would bo ii a fluid stnto. The 
new estimate, however, rather confirms 
the view malntfiined by somo .', eminent 
scientists that tlie earth's solid crust, 
enclosing the supposed moUou sea 
within, has a thickness varying from 
Gfty to one hundred miles. As this 
crust is constantly, thougii vt-ry nlow- 
iy, cooling by radiation of its heat, 
there is, therefore, some reason to hope 
that as the jilanot grows older earth- 
quake disturbanceK may bo robbed of 
some of thdir'formcr terrors. ,"
